All 
i ad hoped that this kind of 
travel, at least on main roads, 
was at an end and that the 
gravelled roads would at least 
get no worse. But they are get¬ 
ting definitely worse and the 
f 1! and winter storms coming 
on.

WORLD WHEAT SITUATION 


The 1937-38 world wheat pro¬ 
duction still looks like a record 
one, around 1 billion bushels. 

Harvesting is under way in 
W estern Canada and the wheat 
crop is likely to l>c around 300 
million bushels. Ra ns over bust 
week-end will benefit the north- 
. rn crops but will delay harvest 
ing in the south and add lo the 
danger from rust infestation. 
Drouth and hail have combined 
to lower the estimate since 
Tuly first. The carryover on 
July 31st was around 26 mill¬ 
ion bushels, the lo-vest since 

Harvesting is going rapidly 
ahead in the United States but 
farmers are lot rushing deliver 
ies. Private estimators’ average 
figures place the winter wheat 
crop at 678 million bushels, the 
spring wheat crop at 258 million 
and the total at 936 million, on 
August 1st, compared with a 
total of 979 million on July 1st 
and the government official es¬ 
timate of 967 million on July 
1st. 

The Panuhian wheat yields 
are turning out very good, as 
are almost all crops i n Europe. 
The Ministry of Agriculture of 
Berlin indicated that Germany 
would have a bumper crop this 
year. France will have a surplus 
i f about 75 million bushels, but 
will likely build up a reserve 
and use some for stock feed in- 
: lead of export. The Russian 
v-inter wheat crop is very good 
I ut the spring crops has been 
(I a vie 1 by drouth and Russia 
will rot have more than 46 
million bushels available for ex¬ 
port. 

In the southern hemisphere 
climatic conditions will become 
important after the middle rf 
this month. Conditions are fav 
>‘able in the Argentine and a 
normal crop of 250 million bush 
els is looked for. 

The price situation is not so 
favorable. In the United States 
wheat futures are trading at 
12c. unde r the government loan 
figure and the market i s still 
dropping.

Fascism in its many forms 
drives toward militarism. Mil¬ 
itarism, once in the saddle, de¬ 
stroys all hope of peaceful ev¬ 
olution, as it is now doing in 
Europe and Asia. The man on 
horseback hardly fits in a lab 
oratory. His scabbard is not a 
test tube; his charger is not 
likely to stumble on the form¬ 
ulas of social adjustment that 
precipitate pence. 

Latin America today is curb¬ 
ing the activities of extremist 
agitator s in its midst—Fascist 
as well as Communist. The Now 
World insists on its historic 
mission a s a melting pot, and a 
refuge for- the oppressed of 
many lands. If Italians, Japan¬ 
ese, Germans, and nationals of 
other Fascist or semi-Fascist 
nations are willing to leave 
their Old World strifes liehind 
they find a new life in the Nev.- 
World. Many are doing this. 

No better proof could be off¬ 
ered that tho New World car 
and should be kept free from 
extremist pressures of either 
Right or Left.

WEEKLY LETTER 
HINTS ON WINTERING BEES 

In a recent weekly letter 
the Station be; keeper Rave a 
few suggestion^ on Hi*’ removal 
of honey from the hive, that in 
harvesting the honey crop. In 
this letter he is following lip 
by giving some suggestions roll 
cerning winter preparations ai d 
emphasizes the importance of 
the four following points which 
he considers prime essentials: 
(1) A prolific queen in each 
hiv e to produce enough young 
bees for the winter. (2) Suf¬ 
ficient room for maximum bro d 
production in the late si mmer 
and fall. (3) Abundant stores 
present to feed the oncoming 
brood in the fall an { throughout 
the winter months. (!) Adequ¬ 
ate protection from winds and 



extremely low temperatures. 

Old or unprolific queens are 
replaced during the late clover 
flow to ensure strong colonics 
1 >r the winter. Strong brood 
production in the late summer 
and only fall is important rs 
the yi ung bees which did not 
i i. Ai on tlie 11)33 crop are the 
onc s that have the l est chance 
to build iq> next spring on the 
1939 dandelion a^d early fruit 
bloom for the main flow. 

To pack bee3 away for whiter 
without an adequate foo 1 supply 
is only looking for disaster. It 
is better to find living colonics 
in the spring with a surplus of 
food than to find colonies dead 
or weakened from starvation. 
At the erd of September or 
early October every colony 
should have at least sixty pou¬ 
nds of stores in its brood cham¬ 
ber to carry it through to the 
next main honey flow. 'It is a 
good gesture to save a number 
of well filled combs for the col¬ 
onies next spring. The honey 
in these combs need not be of 
the best quality for spring us\ 

Winter protection can 1 e 
given by either packing the 
colonies in well insulated pack¬ 
ing cases, moving into a well 
constructed cellar, or wrapping 
with building paper. A well 
placed wind break is essmtid 
with any outside method.

Civilization gains in some sec¬ 
tors, while losing in others. In 
the field of internal government 
and of external relations, many 
of the world’s nations are de¬ 
finitely on their way back to the 
Dark Ages--and some hav e al¬ 
ready reached that objective. 
But in some of the sciences- 
particularly medical science- 
civilization continues to march 
forward. 

Illustration of just one of 
many phase s of this advance 
may be found in a dispatch 
from Chicago, reporting that 
deaths from diphtheria in the 
United States reached an all- 
time low in 1937. According to 
statistics published in th e Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation, there were only 568 
diphtheria deaths in 93 cities 
reporting last year, as against 
1,078 deaths in 88 cities in 1923. 
The medical publication put it 
conservatively in saying that 
these figures made it “evident 
that the various elements of the 
diphtheria prevention program 
have been extraordinarily effect 
ive.” 

Among the “various elements 
of course, has been co-operation 
of public and private health a- 
gencies and citizens. But by far 
the most important elements 
hav e l>een individual physicians’ 
patient labor, their tireless re¬ 
search, their conscientious de¬ 
votion to the task of conserving 
human life. 

The law of compensation 
seems to work steadily and str¬ 
ongly—albeit sometimes ironic¬ 
ally—among human beings in 
their respective choices of voc¬ 
ations. While, in many of the 
world’s nations, the lowest, most 
selfish and most vicious elem¬ 
ents in the population have bee- 
rising to supreme power in gov¬ 


ernment, the more civilized, de¬ 
cent and unselfish individuals 
in those same nations have been 
devoting their talents to scient¬ 
ifically conserving the lives of 
their fellow men. 

And to their everlasting cred¬ 
it, be it said, the patient men of 
science never have asked-pub- 
licly at least—the cynical quest¬ 
ion: “And, now that we have 
saved these lives, what are the 
lieople’s masters going to do 
with them?
